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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 8 and 10 is objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 8, 
line 2, where applicants cite "...selective and substantially...", should cite - selectively 
and substantially --; in claim 10, lines 2 and 4, where applicants cite "...first and second 
dielectric layers further comprises... third dielectric layer further comprises...", should 
cite -- first and second dielectric layers comprises... third dielectric layer comprises --. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 16 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 16 recites the further 
steps of forming the first, second and third dielectric structures already recited in 
independent claim 1 5, from which claim 1 6 depend from. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Deleonibus (U.S. 6,091,076). 
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In reference to claim 21, Deleonibus (Figs.3-9) teach a method of forming an 
isolated transistor comprising the steps of providing a substrate (50); forming a channel 
isolation structure (84, 86, 88, 90, Fig.8) underlying a channel structure (95, Fig.8); 
forming a current electrode isolation structure (60, 62) in the substrate (50) at each one 
of first and second current electrode regions disposed laterally to the channel structure 
(95), the channel isolation structure (84, 86) and the current electrode isolation 
structures (60, 62) being formed to adjoin; and epitaxially growing a current electrode 
(92, 94) over each of the current electrode isolation structures (60, 62). 

In reference to claim 22, Deleonibus teaches wherein the forming the current 
electrode isolation structures (60, 62) comprises oxidizing at least a portion of the 
substrate (50). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-20 would be allowable if applicants submit corrections and/or 
arguments regarding objections on claims 8, 10 and 16. 

6. Claims 23 and 24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggest providing a channel structure 
being suspended over a semiconductor substrate; and depositing a channel isolation 
layer between the channel structure and the semiconductor substrate.
